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In criminal cases, an attempt has sometimes been made to disqualify a judge on the ground that he or she had been of counsel 
in a prior civil action or matter.! In some cases, it has been found that the judge is not disqualified, usually on the basis that 
the issues or subject matter are not the same.” In other cases, where the issues or subject matter are the same, the judge has 


been found disqualified.”
